That  fervent  and  believing 
prayer,  which  seems  to  surround  one  with  an  atmos¬ 
phere  of  Deity  is,  in  this  case,  indispensably  neces¬ 
sary.  In  no  other  way  can  our  apprehensions  of  (Jod  be 
Huch  as  to  give  us  a  key  to  the  language  of  His  word. 
Language  is  not  a  perfect  medium  of  communication 
— it  often  needs  auxiliary  means,  and  siipjiose.s  an  in¬ 
timate  sympathy  between  those  who  employ  it  as  a 
mode  of  interchanging  ideas. 

Another  point  is  of  great  consequence.  Since  the 
character  of  God  is  to  be  drawn  in  human  language, 
how  shall  the  teacher  of  religion  be  secure  in  use  of 
language,  so  as  to  avoid  conveying  false  impressions  to 
the  unenlightened  mind  1  The  Scriptures  seem  the 
only  sure  guide.  We  are  not,  certainly,  to  be  con¬ 
fined  to  its  exact  expressions  in  form,  but  we  are  in 
kind.  The  Scriptures,  for  example,  represent  God  as 
employing  the  external  organs  of  a  human  being. 
Human  w'isdom  often  tells  us,  this  is  degrading  the 
Divine  nature — making  God  a  corporeal  lieing,  and 
destructive  of  the  pure  conception  of  his  spirituality.
